SOME IMPORTANT SCRIPTURES TO THINK ABOUT.. 



The author of the Bible is God Himself. Over a period of about 1,500 years, God used 40 men to 
write down His word for us, just like you and I use a pen to write a letter to someone. Here are 
some of the scriptures that the Apostle John wrote, that we recommend you reflect on, and even 
better, to commit to memory. 

"But as many as received Him, To them gave He power to become the sons of God, even to 
them that believe on His name" (John 1:12) 

Here we learn that to those who believe on the Son, He gives them power to become the sons of 
God. No man or religion has this right or power. Only by receiving Christ can we become sons 
or daughters of God. 

"For God so loved the world that He gave His only begotten Son, that whosoever believeth 
in Him should not perish, but have everlasting life" (John 3:16). 

This is one of the most well-known and one of the most important verses in all the Bible. It says 
that God loved the world so much that He gave His Son for us. 

"He that believeth on Him is not condemned: but he that believeth not is condemned 
already, because he hath not believed in the name of the only begotten Son of God." (John 
3:8). 

Why is this true? What about someone living in India, who has never heard of Jesus Christ? This 
answer is given clearly in another book of the Bible, the book of Romans. It tells us that God has 
revealed Himself clearly to all men, everywhere in the world, in two ways: 

1) Creation: God has revealed himself through the creation of the universe all around us. When 
we look around and see the order, beauty, design and purpose in the world, we know that these 
things were not just created by accident or by chance. God's fingerprints are all over His creation, 
and we call this the "general revelation" of God. We are taught in school that the universe and 
life can be explained by evolution theory, but this is not true, and it is not even science. True 
science supports a Biblical world view, and it is a scientific impossibility that "nothing" 
exploded billions of years ago, and created everything (butterflies, flowers, hummingbirds, 
sunsets, galaxies, DNA, love, truth, justice, etc.). Further, it is scientific fact that life cannot 
come from non-living matter, but evolution theory teaches the opposite. No, people who believe 
in and promote evolution theory do so because they do not want there to be a God, to whom they 
are accountable! 

2) God gave all of us a conscience. The Bible tells us God has written His moral law upon our 
hearts. His moral law is reflected in the 10 Commandments (see Exodus chapter 20). We know it 
is wrong to lie (a violation of the 9th Commandment). We know it is wrong to steal (a violation 
of the 8th Commandment). We know it is wrong to murder another person (a violation of the 6th 
Commandment). When we knowingly, willfully sin against this truth God has put in our hearts, 
we become guilty before God and place ourselves under His condemnation. 

This is why all of us are guilty, and all of us need God to provide a way of escape. The person in 
India who has never heard the name of Jesus will not die and go to Hell because of what they 
don't know. They will die and go to Hell for rejecting the God that they do know. And so, God 
has provided a Savior for all men, everywhere. Whoever will respond to the light that God has 
given them through Creation and Conscience (the "general revelation" mentioned above), God 



will move Heaven and Earth to bring the message of Salvation ("special revelation" - the gospel), 
so they may choose to turn to God and trust in Jesus Christ alone. 

But God, who made each of us as unique individuals, respects each of us as individuals, and He 
will not force us to turn to Him and trust in Him. He wants us to do so - in fact, He created us 
because He wants us to be a part of His family. But He wants us to turn to Him and trust Him 
because we want to; because we see that He is worthy of our trust and our love. God has done 
everything necessary to wash away all our sins and make us brand new people, to be born-again 
and give us the gift of eternal life. We have to make that choice. 

"He that believeth on the Son hath everlasting life: and he that believeth not on the Son 
shall not see life; but the wrath of God abideth on him" (John 3:36). 

"Verily, verily, I say unto you, he that heareth my word, and believeth on Him that sent 
me, hath everlasting life, and shall not come into condemnation; but is passed from death 
unto life" (John 5:24). 

God has spoken to us from His word. He gave us the Bible so He could tell us the truth. Are you 
willing to believe what God is saying to you? God has proven Himself to be trustworthy! Men 
will fail you, but God will never let you down. This verse is telling us that if we will respond to 
what God is saying - if we will believe God - we will be given eternal life, right now, and we 
will never, ever be condemned by God. This is because Jesus went to the cross to stand in your 
place, and take the condemnation you deserve because of your sins against God. Have you had 
this experience? 

We have learned some marvelous truth about the person of the Lord in this Gospel. 

"I am the Bread of Life" (John 6:35). Christ satisfies the heart that appropriates Him. 

"I am the Light of the world" (John 8:12).He that follows Christ does not walk in darkness. 

"I am the Door" (John 10:9). If we enter through Him, there will be security. 

"I am the Good Shepherd" (John 10:ll).He will care for us. 

"I am the Resurrection and the Life" (John 1 1:25). If we believe in Him even though we die, 
we will have eternal life. 

"I am the Way, the Truth, and the Life" (John 14:6). There is no other way to the Father; in 
Christ alone is the truth; life is a mere existence without Christ. 

"I am the true Vine" (15: l).If we are in Him we will partake of His strength and His 
sustenance. 

Jesus Christ, the Son of God, the Word of God, is a marvelous Savior. Can you say, "He is my 
Savior?" If not, place your faith this very moment in Christ for pardon, eternal life, and salvation. 
If you will receive Christ, He will receive you! Christ died on the cross for our sins. God will 
pardon the sins of all who believe on His Son.
